and persecution prevails. This class 
of people were not niggardly in their 
expenditures and who would be ooli!

luw? Would It be in accordance with 


istltutiomil rights of persons, \rould the letter or spirit of the election law 


restrict the trade in chain lightning 
\vhisliy or spirituous liquors of ary 
kind. But we have in our midst a 
large number of foreign-born citizens 
who'have been raised from the cradle 
in the moderate use of vinous and 
malt liquors, who will oppose the law 
to the last extremity. The German's 
beer and the Frenchman's wine has 
always entered Into his calculations as 
u pure of his necessary household ex- 
penses, and is not looked upon by 
them as a luxury, but as a necessity. 
We are not arguing the point as to 
whether these beverages nre beneficial 
or hurtful. We are only showing the 
points in the law which nre making 
opponents to it. And right here the 
temperance people had an opportu- 
nity to prove their reiterated state- 
ments that the majority of drunken- 
ness is caused by the use of beer and 
wine. If the law had only looked to 
the prohibition of the sale of spiritu- 
ous liquors. It would have carried in al- 
most every district in this Slate, and 
a comparison of atatistfrs would have 
shown conclusively the relative evil 
produced by the different agents. As 
the matter now stands, (he advocates 
of the law will not only have to en- 
counter the opposition of the liquor 
dealers and of the foreign-born citi- 
zens, but will rind opponents in qutr- 
iers where Ihey otherwise would have 
obtained supporters. The law not 
only prohibits the sale of liquors of 
any kind, but U denies the right of 
jiving It away. A man may drink 
wine himself at dinner, but he may 
nut pass the decanter to a guest or 
even a member of his family. A man 
may buy a keg of beer or gallon of 
wine and lake It lionr , but if he per- 
mits members of his i'amilyto drink 
of it, he is liable to a penalty. The law 
also is not applicable to dru^'gi^ts, and 
any person cun see that instead of 
preventing the consumption ofliquor, 
the law will simply transfer the vend- 
ing from the saloons to the drug 
stores. We are as much opposed to 
Intemperance, and as fully aware of 
the misery occasioned by the immod- 
erate use of intoxicating liquors as 
any person in the community, and 
deeply regret that the case should now 
rest on so imperfect a foundation, tt 
really seems as though the Ixjcal Op- 
tion law was framed to defeat the end 
il pretends to seek to accomplish.
